NEW COMMUNITY 
HOSPITAL IS FOR 
N. W. SUBURBS 
Busy Days Along This Rural Route 


Plans for a $400,000 hospital to 
serve the needs of a community of 
100,000 in the northwest suburban 
territory were announced this week 
by a group of DesPlaines physici­ 
ans and laymen. 
The group is 
headed by Edward Miers, physi­ 
cian and director of the DesPlaines 
State Bank; H arry N. Talcott, Chi­ 
cago attorney and president of the 
DesPlaines State Bank; Ning Ki­ 
ev, Chicago attorney and director 
of the F irst National Bank of Des­ 
Plaines ami A rthur M. Purves, phy­ 
sician and 
also director 
of the 
F irst National Bank. 
The site for the 
new hospital 
has not as yet been selected al­ 
though it has been definitely de­ 
cided that it will be located mid­ 
way between DesPlaines and Park 
Ridge, on or near one of the main 
highways, in order that it will be 
most conveniently placed to serve 
the people of Maine and adjoining 
townships. 
The name tentatively selected for 
the hospital is the Maine Memor­ 
ial Hospital. 
The name, however, 
is subject to change should 
the 
subscribers desire a name which 
more specifically designates the lo­ 
cation and character of the institu­ 
tion. 
The executive committee has en­ 
gaged the services of A. E. Rober- 
ton & Co., of Chicago, specialists 
in hospital finance organization, to 
assist in the work of raiing funds 
needed for 
the establishment of 
the hospital. 
The Roberton com­ 
pany, it was explained today by A. 
E. Roberton ,president of the firm, 
is merely the employed agent of 
the executive committee and will 
not have charge of the construc­ 
tion of the hospital.

William M. Jardine, secretary of 
agriculture, left Monday night with 
marketing students who are attend­ 
ing the American Institute of Coop­ 
eration’s marketing school, which 
opened its third annual session in 
Chicago yesterday in Wieboldt hall 
at Northwestern university’s Mc- 
Kirdoek campus. 
Co-operative marketing should be

Washington, D. C., he has reached 
the conclusion that co-operatives 
must meet the competition of large 
and well organized business enter­ 
prises, and have whatever efficien­ 
cy and economy may be obtained

units. 
Farmers’ 
agencies 
must have volume, too, he added. 
The secretary’s ideal for a farm­ 
ers’ co-operative is one that is 
operated solely to render service to 
the producers at cost, and is con­ 
trolled by the producers. Unless an 
association is composed of and con­ 
trolled by producers it is not en­ 
titled to the benefits granted asso­ 
ciations of 
producers 
under the 
Capper-Volstead act, he says. 
“Efficient marketing .service is 
the co-operative’s goal. It is not 
operated to earn a profit for capi­ 
tal invested in marketing facilities, 
and is not operated to perpetuate 
an inefficient system of marketing, 
or to encourage unprofitable pro­ 
duction. 
Co-operative marketing 
associations are not operated to re­ 
ward a few' individuals financially, 
politically or socially. They should 
be operated for but one purpose— 
better service to the farmers. This 
singleness of purpose is a funda­ 
mental test of genuine co-opera-
